earnings of the State Road, for the month 
of August, were unusually large, amount- 
ing to about $90,000. This was owing to 
the fact that, with the promise and reason- 
able expectation of a fine crop, planters in 
the up-country pushed forward their grain 
to market. It was not due to the superior 
management of Hulbert, as he did not en- 
ter upon his duties as Superintendent until 
the 10th of August. 

The expenses for that month were about 
$65,000, thus leaving a c’ear gain of $25,- 
000. Upon quitting, Major Wallace left 
over $25,000 in the State Road Treasury - 
80 that on the first day of September there 
should have been something like $50,000 
paid into the Treasury of the State of 
Georgia. The Code requires that the nett 
earnings of the Road shall be paid into the 
State Treasury monthly.

But, sir, for the good of 
the white race. for the goodof the black race in 
their midst, for the pre-ervation of law and order 
tor the perpetuity of constitutional government 
and Republican institutions, and because the 
Constitution does notconier upon him the right 
which his pretended friends claim, the Demo- 
crats here, the Conservative Republicans bere 
and law loving men everywhere, are unwilling 
that he, in his present state, shall be al owed to 
make laws for the conntry. 

What I have said is not for the purpose of 
screening the Democratic party from the respon- 
sibility of @ais measure. That party is not afraid 
to assume te responsibility of any Constitutional 
measure The Constitution is its foundation 
stone. What I have said is in the interest ol 
trath. The fact is. that men of all parties favo 
this measure, butsome are afraid to say so. 

I shall undertake, Mr President, to establish 
these propositions, which in general terms, ia my 
Opinion, cover the whole question involved in the 
resolution, and before taking these points it mas 
be proper to say th .t unverthe new onstitution 
of the ~tate, there is no question as to the rightot 
the negr’ to vote, be:ause that is empressiy given 
him. My voints are: 

First. Zhe right to exercise political privileges 
(one of which is the right to hols onice) must be 
expressly delegated to the citizen, otherwise he can 
not enerciseée it. 

Second. Therighito hold ofice in Georgia is no 
where given the neyro 

Third. The right to vote does not proprio vigore 
carry with it the right to hold office 

When Governments are fraued there is & sov- 
ereign power eXisting somewhere. Governments 
are -ocieties; Sovieties are the crextfons of men, 
an‘ the rights and privileges Of men a5 members 
of society depend of course upon what ri-ht- 
they are permitted to enjoy by the grace of the 
society, a> the expression of the collective, not the 
individual will, of its m mbers. In despotic 
Governments the King is the seat of Sovereignu 
power He dispenses rights, powers and privileges 
as the expression of the collective will of the na- 
tion. No man there is permitted to exercise a 
ereray ora right not granted him by the King 
Asan i.lustration of the principle I have asserted, 
[ have only to refer to astriking incident in the 
history oi a Government whose institutions and 
laws we have, ina great measure, wiopted. T re- 
fer to our parent country—Great Britain. When 
itwas considered well for the citizens of the 
British nation to have an extension of their 
privileges apd immunities the individual mem- 
bersof that Government did not assume, because 
od had made them men, and the Government 
had made them citizens, that therefore they were 
entit'ei to exercise every right and enjo 
every privilege which might pertain to citizen- 
ship, nor did they claim the right to exercise in- 
dependently of the Sovereign will, more powers. 
more righis, or more pyivileges than had already 
been giventothem bBaf sir they appealed to the 
Sovereign; (whe was in that country the King ) 
for an express grant to them of the ri-hts and 
privileges which they considered important for 
them toenjoy. And the English Barons wresied 
from King John the world renowned “Magna 
Charta,’’ the great paper containing the express 
grant of the King, (the Sovereign power,) of the 
privileges therein enumerated. And notwith- 
stanaing the fact that this grant was obtained by 
compulsion, Englishmen bse their claim to the 
provisions of the Magna Charta upon the ground 
that the grant emuuated trom the sovereiga pow: 
er (the King ) 

In this country we have no Kirg in whom resi‘les 
the sovereign powes, but there is a sovereign 
ower over us. [tresides inthe people; but how? 

t does not belong to each individual citizen to say 
that itis my will todo thus and so; that I will exer. 
cise such political privileges as I may choose .The 
sovereign power is the collective will of the peo- 
ple or the component parts of the Government, a- 
expressed or agreeti on by them. The individ:al 
can carry with him no political right into the 
Government, because be cannot be said to be a po- 
litical individual until he shall have become a 
member of the Government. When he becomes a 
member of that Government, of course he becomes 
so upon the terms on which it 1s willing to ad 
mithim. These terms are the measure of his po- 
litical rights. There is no high 4r law here, because 
the highest law that can be imagined in a socie'y 
must emanate from the society itself. Any other 
idea would be inconsisteut with the existence ot 
government. 

To further sustain the position I have assumed, 
viz: That the right to hold office in tis Govern- 
ment must be an express/y delegated right, 1 wil! 
make the Congress of the United States my wit- 
ness to show that this has been the theory of this 
Government. 

In organizing the territories belonging to this 
nation, Congress has always precribed in the or- 

anic act who should vote and who should hold office. 

he organic law tor Minnesota says: 

** Every free white male inhabitant, above the 
age of twenty-one years. who shall have veen a 
resident of the said territory at the t:me 
of the passage of this act, shall be entitled 
to vote at the firstelection and shall be eligible to 
any office in said territory; but the qualttic itions 
of voters and the right to ho!d office at a‘l sub-e 
quent elections shill be such as shall be prescribed 
by the Legislative Assembly.” 

The organic act tor Washington Territory reads 
as tollows: 

“ Every white male inhabitant above the age o' 
twenty-one years, who shall have been a resident 
of said territory at the time of the passage of this 
uct, and Shall possess the qualifications hereinatr- 
ter prescribed shall be entitled to vote at the first 
vlection, and shall be eligible to any office within 
said territory.” . 

And so on with others Imight read. The white 
people of the territories, that is, Americans, were 
citizens. Yet, Congress acting upon the principle 
{ have enunciated, did not consider that mvre cit- 
izenship guve a man the right to vote or hold of- 
fice, but that these rights were to be exercised by 
express grant, and, therefore, expressly gave these 
rights to the class of persons mentioned in the 
acts I huve just read. 

Negroes were made citizens of the United States 
by the act of Congress known as the Civil Rights 
Bill, passed over the President’s veto April 9ch 
1866, the first section of which reads as fol- 


lows: 

** Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives of the United States of America in 
Congress assembled, That all persons born in the 
United States, asd not subject to any foreign 
power excluding Indians not tuxed, are comes a 

eclared to be citizens 0: the United States; ani! 
such citizens of every race and : olor, without re 
gard to any previous condition of slavery or in- 
voluntary servitude, except as a punishm nt for 
crime, whereof the —— shal! have been duly con- 
victed, shall have the sume right, in every State 
and Territory in the United States tu sue, be par- 
ties, and give evidence. to inherit, purchase, lease, 
seil, hold and convey real and persona) property. 
and tofull nd equal benefitof al! laws and pro- 
ceedings for the security of person and property, 
as is enjoyed by white citizens, and shali be oy he 
ject to ike punishment, pains and penalties, and 
vo none other, any law, statute, ordinance, reguia- 
tion or custom to the contrary notwithstand- 
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n the 2i day of March, 1887. Congress passed 
another act, the first of the series of the aan 
struction measures, entitled * an act for the more 
Cflicient government of the Rebel States.” by 
which conventions of the citizens were author- 
ized to be held for the purpo-e of framing Consti 

tutions preparatory toreadmission ia te | 
ft was provided in this agg th , 
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these rights have been expressly conferred upon 
him; hea where they have not, he doves uot exer- 
cise them. 

in Massachusetts all inhabitants, with certain 
qualifications, are electors, aud are allow- 
évd to hold office as well as to vote, but it is by 
virtue of a provision in the Constitution of that 
State giving these rights. It is in the following 


words ; 

“And to remove all doubts concerning the 
meaning of the w: rd ‘ inhaditant’ in this Consti- 
tution, every person shali be considered as an in- 
habitant, for the purpose of electing and 
elected into any office _ e within this State, in 
that town, district or plantation where he dwell- 
eth or hath his home.’ 

Now, the negro being a person and an inhabdt- 
tant, he was clearly incladed within this provision 
conierring the right to hold office as well as 
vote. 

But let us come nearer home and review the his- 
tory of the late Georgia Convention, which framed 
the Constitution under which we convene this 
day. We will find that the members of that pedy 
recognized and acted upon the priaciple for whic 
[I am contending, On the 14th cf January, the 
‘Committee 0. Franchise” reported to the Con 
vention an article upen that eubject containing 
ten sections, which article :he Committee recom 
mended to be adopted as a part of the proposed 
Constitution. The tenth section cf that article 
was in the following words: 

‘All qualified electors, and none others. shall be 
eligibie to any office in this State, aniess disquali 
fied by the Constitution of this State or by the 
Constitution of the United States.”” See Journal 
of the Convention page '50. On the 14th of Feb- 
ruary. the Convention took up the unfin'shed busi- 
nes: of the previous day, viz: the report of the 
Committee on Franchise, the tenth section 
thereof being first in order, the pending 
motion being that of Mr. Harris to strike out 
the tenth section altogether. The motion was put 
and prevailed by a vote of 126 yeas to 12 nays; 50 
the tenth section was stricken out; snd why? Be- 
cause it conferred upon the negro the right to hold 
office. Tue secret history of tuat tent ection Ras 
been made public. You have heard it related upon 
this floor by Senators who were members of that 
sonvention. There were forty-four men in: that 
Convention who deman:ed that that section should 
not become a part of the Constitutivn, because 
they were unwilling for the negro to hold ollice. 
they threatened to leave the Convention should it 
be adopteu—to go home and work for the defeat of 
the constitution before the people. They were 
reconc led however, by acompromise. It was 
agreed tr.at the negro should have che right to vote 
but not the right to hold ofice = Anlior chat pur- 
pose the section whicu g.ve him the right by ex. 
press words was voted in, but the one (the tenth ) 
which ;,roposed to confer u onhim expressiy the 
ri bt to hold oitice, was voved out.

THE RIGHT TO HOLD OFFICE IN GEGRGIA IS NO- 
WHEKE GIVEN THE NEGRU. 

Does he de:ive tue right from the Constitut' on 
of the United States? The nearest approw h to it 
in that imstrument is to be found inthe XIVth 
Article of Amendment recently ratified. 
Rut upon examin tion 1t will be found that the 
X1Vth article does not even imply the right of 
the negro Ww vote or hold office. Un the contrary, 
he second section of the Article provide, that if 
the right to vote is denied by the States to any 
male nhabitant, etc., the basis of representation 
shall be reduced. Thatisall. The Siates may not 
allow him to vote, but if th«y do not they suffer a 
diminution o' their representation. But if the 
Constitution of the United States guaranteed the 
right to vo.e @ Lhe Citizen, the States could not 
take it away 

tsut it m+y beasked what benefit does the Con- 
stitution of the United States conter upon the ne- 

ro? Let the XIVth Article answer for itself. 
The first section reads as fullows: 

‘* All persons born or naturalized in the United 
States, and subject to the jurisdiction thereof. 
are citizens Of the United States, and o! the State 
wherein they resiie. No State shall make or en- 
lorce anv law which shail abridge the privileges or 
immunities of citizens of the United states: nor 
shail any state deprive any person of /.fe, liberty or 
property without due process of law, nor deny 
any person within it jurisdiction the equal pro- 
tection of its laws.”’ 

We find here that the negro is made a citizen, and 
thathe is entitled to be protected in the enjoyment 
of hix privilege: and immunities. 

Now what rights du the te:ms privileges and im- 
munities as used in the Constituizon of che Unit. d 
St tes convey? These privileges and immunities 
are enumerated inthe Constitution. Let a United 
States Circuit (ourt answer forme. Spesking of 
the term privileges and ¢mmunities, as used in the 
Constitution, tue Court says: * This is confined to 
tho-e privileges and immunities which are funda- 
mental in their nature which belong of right to 
the citizens Of all tree governments, and which 
have at ali times been enjoyed by the citizens of 
the several States which compose this Union, &< 
Chey may be comprehended under the following 
heads: Protect.on by the government; the en. 
joyment of life and liberty, with the right to ac- 
quire and possess property of every kind, and to 
pursue and obtain happiness and safety, subject, 
nevertheless, to such restraints as the government 
may prescribe for the general good of the whole; 
the right of any citizen to pass through or reside 
in any other State fur the purposes of trade, agri- 
cuiture, professional pursuits. or otherwise; to 


institute and maintain actions of any kinu in the 
Courts of the State; to take hold and dispose of 
property, real or personal, and exemptions from 
higher taxcs and impositions than are paid by 
other persons of the States; tov which may be added 
the elective franchise a8 established and regulat- 
ed by the Constitution and laws of the State in 
which itds to be exercised.” Barfield vs. Coryell, 
4W.C.C. R 330-1. 

Now it is clear from this, that the right to vote 
and to hoid office are not comprehended in the 
term privil.ges and immunities.”’ 

But let us go ‘urther and piesume. for the sake 
of ig eee ee that privileges and immunitics do 
give the right to vow and w hold oflice, Let us see 
co what lengths it would le d us. 

The 2d section of article LV of the Constitution 
of the United States is in these words: 

‘ The citizens of each State shall be entitled to 
al { riviliges and imuunities of citize..s of the sey- 
eral States.” 

Now if the terms privileges and immunities, as 
used in the Constitutiun vi tae United 35: ates, car- 
ried with it the right to vote an‘ the right to hold 
offi ein Georgia the negro could vote and hold 
office in the cme |! Vhio. 

Dues the Civil — Bill confer upon the negro 
the right to huld office? And before I proc 
further, I ask you to bearin mind that the Civil 
Rights Bill, the 14th Article, and the Constitution 
of the state of Georgia, are identical in terms as

But, sir, if these legislative provisions are to be 
considered conclusive of this matter, then I have 
to say that the Legislature of Georgia, subse- 
quentiv to the adoption of the Code, viz: in the 
year 1866, legislated expressly with reference to 
the negro upon question of rights — 
See section 1661 and 1662, Irwin's Code. His r:ghts 
were deferred, and the right to hold office was not 
one of them. This legislation was adopted by the 
Convention, and construed, in pari materia with 
the 1648 section, repeals it so fur as it could apply 
to the negro. 

THE FIGHT TO VOTE DOES NOTCARRY WITH IT THE 
RIGHT TO HOLD OFFICE. 

These two things have always been treated as 
distinct. The havedifferent meanings, and are as 
distinct as the right to suein the courts, and the 
right to sit upon the bench. 

In the State of Tennessee the right to vote 
was conferred upon the negro, the right to hoid 
office was not..The Democrats, to make negro 
votes, persuaded them that the Radica's had 
swindled them in not conferring upon them the 
right to hold office, it being a parto the Rudic- 
al programme to keep the spoils in the hands of 
the white Radicals. Finding that in order to keep 
the negro vote, it was necessary to confer the 
right to hold office on them, the Radicals at the 
next eo passed an act conferring this 
right. But nobody ever asserted that his right to 
vote carried with it the rizht to hola office. 

Congress took this view when they passed the 
sherman-Shelliabarger bill. They provisied in the 
5th section that certain persons who had partici- 
pated in rebeilion should not vote for dviegaves to 
the Convention to frame a Coustitution. In the 
6th section they expressly provided thas the per- 
-on disqualified from voting should not be eligi- 
ble to office. Why this necessity if one includes 
toe other? 

It may be said that the right to hold office is no- 
where given expressly in the Constitution to any 
body, and that, therefore, the negro has as mue 
right to hold office as any one else. This view 
might prove that nodody nas a right to hold office, 
hut 16 does not prove the incorrectness of my pusi- 
tivn. But the truth is, the white man has exercis 
ed this right **time whereot the memory of man 
runneth not to the contrary.’’ Upon the principles 
of the common law we are. therefore 
bound to presume that this 
had a beginning and an emanation 
by express gift trom the Sovereign power at some 
time, ani this is the reason why the white man 
execises it now, although the Constitution may 
be silent. and this is the reason why the ego 
lov not and cannot exercise it yet. He bus Lot 
exerised it trom ‘time immenwrial’ ‘whieh 
would imply an express grant at some time.) It 
is the white man’s inheritarce, his birthright. 
it may be the negro’s at some future time, vuti 
is not oe.

The Disestablishment of the Irish 
Church. 


oe 


The London Times puts the reasons for 
the disestrplishment of the Irish Church in 
a nutshell: 

We can all of us realize the position 
of the Irish Catholic by conceiving 
what we should feel if the religious endow- 
ment of England were devoted to the 
maintenance of the Catholic faith. The 
history of Ireland down to the 
present moment attests the invincible 
oposition of Irishmen to the existence 
of an establishment which was created by 
the stubborn wilfulness of the Tudors. and 
hus been upheld by the despotic volition of 
English rule. The barest statement of the 
case is so strong that we are impressed 


anew with the strength of the convictions | 


‘which drive men to defend it. Mr. Forster 
finds the secret repugnance of many hon- 
est men to the disestablishmentof the Irish 
Church in their attachment to the English 
Church, and their zeal for Protestantism. 
It is difficult to understand how it ean be 
believed that the existence of the Irish Es- 
tablishment is anything but a source of 
weakness to the English Church.
